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Week 02 (Jan. 05, 2014—Jan. 11, 2014) Synopsis

During week 02 there was widespread influenza activity in Georgia with mini-
mal occurrences of sustained flu transmission.

Outpatient lliness Surveillance (ILINet): The proportion of outpatient visits for ILI
was 2.23%, which is below the Georgia baseline of 3.2%.

Geographic Spread of Influenza: The geographic spread of influenza in Georgia was
Widespread during week 02.

Metro Area Hospitalizations: There were 28 hospitalizations due to influenza infection
in week 02. There have been 609 hospitalizations due to influenza infection so far this sea-
son.

Influenza Related Deaths: There were 8 confirmed influenza-associated deaths during
week 02. There have been 31 confirmed influenza-associated deaths so far this season.
Viral Surveillance: Of the 893 Specimens tested and reported by the Georgia Public

Health Laboratory (GPHL) and the National Respiratory and Enteric Virus Surveillance
System (NREVSS) collaborating laboratories during week 02, 108 (12.1%) were positive

for influenza.

Reported Influenza Outbreaks: There were 0 influenza-related outbreak reported to
public health during week 02. There has been | influenza-related outbreak reported to
public health so far this season.

RSV Viral Surveillance: Of the 170 specimens tested and reported by the Georgia Pub-

lic Health Laboratory (GPHL) and the National Respiratory and Enteric Virus Surveillance
System (NREVSS) collaborating laboratories during week 02, 20.0% percent were posi-

tive for Respiratory syncytial virus, above the season onset threshold of 10.0%.
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During week 02 those aged 25 to 49 years were most often seen with ILI symptoms by ILINet provid-

ers.

Georgia ILI Intensity Indicator
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During week 02 the daily percentage of patients seen for ILI in Georgia Emergency Departments re-
porting to our syndromic surveillance system decreased.
